Grass stains may he treated 
in the same way as the strawberry; 
stans, with molasses.

washed in ammonia water. But stains 
may be removed by using a mixture 
of lemon juice and salt, placing gar- 
■ ments in the sun and repeat until Ihe 
stains are faded out. 
Oxalic acid 
also remove rust stains, but must he 
handled carefully or the goods will 


j he injured. 
Milk o rereain stains will 
often be fixed if the garm ent is put 
. in warm or soapy water, 
but will 
come out at once if washed in cold 
water, which also removes 
sewing 
machine grease. 
To remove w’ine 
! stains w ash in sweet milk. 
Ink stains 
Scan sometimes be removed in 
the 
same way. but if the garm ent is not 
I colored oxalca cid is a sure remedy. 
A scorch may be removed by hang­ 
ing the garm ent in the sun. 
If ob­ 
stinate, wet the scorch with acid wa­ 
ter and hang in the sun. 
Diluted peroxide of hydrogen is a 
simple bleach for white clothes that 
have become yellowed and stained by 
. poor washing.
